BERLIN, Nov. 20.—(4)—Germany 
took her financial troubles to the 

World bank today in the hope that 


an international conference to in- 
vestigate and relieve her burdens 


might result. 

The government sent a memoran- 
dum to the bank applying for the con- 
vocation of a special advisory commit- 
tee, as provided in the Young plan, 
to examine the nation’s ability to pay 
reparations, 

The Gerinan belief was that this 
application was the first step toward

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revision of the reparations treaties. 
The foreign office pointed out that 


the letter to the Bank for Interna-.| 


tional Settlements had been so framed | 


that the advisory committee might be 
under no misapprehension about the 
necessity of considering Germany's 
economic and financiai situation as 
one great whole. 

The foreign office spokesman with 
great satisfaction announced this had 
been done after consultation with the | 
French government, which raised no) 
objection to presenting the problem in 
that light. 

Speed Urged. 

The memorandum asked that the 
committee “should carry out its task, 
as soon as possible, so that a confer- 
ence of those governments which are | 
concerned with decisions to be reached | 
may take place in the very near fu-, 
a," | 

Germany would have preferred to 
have her burdens readjusted by an 
international conference without in- 
voking the maceinery of the Young 
plan. 

It has heen the German thesis that 
to operate under the Young plan was 
superfluens in the view of the fact 
that a World bank committee, head- 
ed by Albert H. Wiggin, New York 
banker, already has investigated the 
nation’s financial situation. 

So long as the Young plan stands, 
however, application to the Wor!d 
bank under its provisions was accept- 
ed as the only possible course. 

Hlope was expressed In government 
cireles that the advisory committee—- 
which is expected to be almost identi- 
eal in personnel with the Wiggin com | 
mittee-—will be able to meet before 
the end of the year or at least early 
in January. 


Met In Eight Days. 


The Wiggin committee met only 
eight days after its convocation and 
finished its labors well within a fort- 
night. 

German officials hoped the partic- 
ipating banks would be able to ap- 
point their representatives on the new 
committee tomorrow or the day after, 
and there was no expectation of delay 
in the appointment of neutral mem- 
bers by Holland, Sweden and Switzer- 
land, 

Commentators declared the = diplo- 
matic atmosphere was not too favor- 
able for the success of Germany's 
aims. It was pointed out that nei- 
ther the British parliament nor the 
United States has had an 
opportunity to evolve definite policies 
on the international problems raised 
by the financial condition of the 
reich.

Letter Frofm Kimball. 

Following is the letter which In- 
galls Kimball addressed to Mayor 
Key: 

“Hon. James IL. 
"Atlanta, Georgia. 
“My dear Mr. “Mayor: 

“On the death of my father, the 
late H. I. Kimball, in 1895, permission 
was requested by the then city * gov- 
ernment of “Atlanta of my mother to 
allow the painting of a portrait of 
him to be placed in the city hall ‘or 
other appropriate publie building. 

“Fearing the result of a portrait 
painted from a photograph my mother 
offered as a gift to the city a por- 
trait painted by George H. Storey, 
curator of paintings of the Metropoli- 
tan Museum of Art of the city of 
New York. This was not only a fine 
portrait but a distinguished work of 
art and as such it was duly aceepted 
and hung by the then city government 
of Atlanta. 

“On a recent visit to Atlanta my 
two sisters, Mrs. George Hail and 
Mrs. W. B. Covell, found that in the 
removal to the present city hall the 
picture had ‘cen temporarily put in 
oe room and had become dam- 
aged, 

“It is doubtless the intention of the 
council in course of time to cause 
the repair of the canvas under proper 
supervision, and to have the portrait 
appropriately placed. 

“In the pressure of more immediate 
matters, however, it is not unnatural 
that such a detail as this should es- 
cape attention, and I am writing for- 
mally to request that the matter be 
brought to the attention of the coun- 
cil, and that such steps as are neces- 
sary to bring promptly about the prop- 
er restoration of the canvas and its 
appropriate placing be taken. 

‘The -aetiyities of my father in At- 
lanta took place a great many years 
ago and while undoubtedly many of 
its older citizens are familiar with 
those: of his accomplishments which 
had to do with the establishment of 
Atlanta in place of Milledgeville as 
the ‘capital of the state and the later 
-upbuilding of the city, it is not un- 
natural that to many of the present 
generation he is. little more than a 
name, 

“It ig not, it seems to me, appro- 
priate that any discussion of his quali- 
ties as a man and as a citizen of 
Atlanta should come from me, nor is 
it, I believe, necessary to go beyond

Gardner Unwilling To Drop 
‘Live-at-Home’ Plan for 
Law Making. 


RALEIGH, N. C., Nov. 20.—()— 
Governor O. Max Gardner, in a for- 
mal statement late today, said North 
Carolina would not join other south- 
ern states to effect cotton acreage re- 
duction through legislation. 

He said he would not attend the 
conference of governors of cotton- 
growihg states Monday at Jackson, 
Miss., because he was “unwilling to 
ditch” this state’s ‘“‘live-at-home” 
program “and substitute experimen- 
tation. in legislation for acreage re- 
duction.” R 

The governor declared his invita- 
tion to the Jackson meeting “states 
that the conference is being called to 
make plans for uniform legislation to 
reduce cotton acreage in 1932,” and 
... in so far as North Carolina is 
concerned, legislation does not offer 
the most promising remedy or relief.” 

“T have advised Governors Bilbo 
and Parnell that I am in full sym- 
pathy with the policy of acreage re- 
duction; that for two years North 
Carolina has been constructively com- 
mitted to reduction in cotton acreage 
and to an increasing substitution of 
food and feed crops as cotton acreage 
is reduced,” Governor Gardner said. 

“That next year we shall enlarge 
our policy of live-at-home farming,

He said the church was not 
concerned with party politics but 
added it did not mean to surrender 
the ground gained in prohibition. 

“We want a statesmanship in the 
south,” he said, “that will not truckle 
before the lash of any leader whose

He said opponents of prohibition 
are “now maneuvering for a strategic 
position in politics with the church 
forewarned to keep out, One of the 
first lines of attack is to intimidate 
and browbeat the preachers and 
churches of the-country into silence.

“How can Japan agree to suspend 
hostilities in the face of imminent 
danger of attacks not only by Chinese 
regulars but also by bandits,” a gov- 
ernment spokesman said. 

“Japan cannot agree to any condi- 
tions which restrict army activities i 
Manchuria in view of the Japanese 
contention that those activities to date 
have purely been in self-defense and 
necessary to protect our intefests.” 


CHINA WILL DEMAND 
IMMEDIATE EVACUATION 
BY P. I. LIPSEY JB.

PARIS, Nov. 20.—Dr. Alfred Sze, 
Chinese delegate to the League of Na- 
tions, emphatically declared tonight 
that he has not agreed to an armistice 
in Manchuria as the League secre- 
tariat had announced earlier in the 
day. 

His declaration upset the belief that 
both China and Japan had accepted a 
proposal to create an_ international 
commission to investigate the whole 
Manchurian problem, and that mean- 
while hostilities would cease. 

Dr. Sze said that he has not 
ean not accept, even in principle, any 
proposal for a commission of inquiry 
without provision for Japanese evacu- 
ation. 

Under his instructions from Nan- 
king. the Chinese delegate said, he is

LITVINOFF WARNS 
OF POSSIBLE TROUBLE 

MOSCOW, Nov. 20.—(#)—Foreign 
Commissar Maxim Litvinoff express- 
ed concern in a new note to Japanese 
Ambassador. Hirota, made public to- 
night, lest widening Japanese military 
activities in Manchuria involve the 
interests of the soviet union. 

Accepting with “satisfaction” the 
Japanese government's declaration of 
yesterday that it had “taken great 
care that the soviet republic’s inter- 
ests would not stuffer,” Litvinoff 
said : 

“I must, however, take note, not- 
withstanding the first declaration 
made by you regarding the instruc- 
tions given for utmost limitations of 
Japanese military operations, that 
these operations since then have wid- 
ened to a great extent beyond the 
borders of the first intended zones. 

“This situation makes it possible 
that the interests of the soviet 
public would be affected, which can- 
not but call for serious alarm on the 
side of the soviet union.” He was 
assumed to be referring to the oceu- 
pation of Tsitsihar, a strategic point 
on the Chinese Eastern railway. 

He reiterated that the soviet gov- 
ernment continues to pursue a policy 
of peace, attaches the greatest im- 
portance to the maintenance’ and 
strengthening of its present friendly 
relations with Japan, and considers 
that the Japanese government is striv- 
ing to. do likewise. 

At the same time he declared that 
the soviet government had instructed 
its representatives in the administra- 
tion of the Chinese Eastern railway 
to observe strict neutrality in Man- 
churia, countering the Japanese 
charge that the railway was trans- 
porting Chinese troops. 

M. Litvinoff also replied to Japan's 
recent “friendly warning” of compli- 
cations in case Russia 
into Manchuria. 

The soviet government, he said, 
was gratified at Ambassador Hiro- 
ta’s declaration that Japan did not 
trust rumors that Russia had violated 
the principle of non-interference.

Frank B. Kellogg, co-author of 
Kellogg-Briand peace pact and World 
Court judge, tonight called for mobili- 
gation of world opinion for peace 
should present negotiations 
produce settlement between China and 
Japan.

FOREST FIRES RAVAGE 
GEORGIA ACRES ANEW 


Forestry Official Suggests 
Convicts as Fire Fighters 
in Emergency. 


— 


A fresh outbreak of forest fires in 
the Arabia bay area, a part of the 
reat Okefenokee swamp in south 
eorgia, which destroyed 10,000 acres 
and was still raging northward, 
brought appeals for national guards- 
men Friday. 

District Forester Beale,, of the 
Waycross district, wired Adjutant 
General Charles Cox for a company 
of guardsmen to be dispatched from 
here immediately with fire pumps to 
battle the spreading flames. 

The message was referred to Gov- 
ernor Russell, who immediately sent 
it to the state forestry department, 
where Bonnell Stone, chairman of the 
executive committee of the state board 
of forestry, verified Mr. Beale’s mes- 
sage and sent a letter to the governor 
later in the day. 

B. M. Lufburrow, state forester, is 
in the forest fire area at Valdosta 
and Mr. Stone acted in his stead. The 
entire stafftof district foresters were 
sent into south Georgia this week to 
aid in combating the spread of the 
conflagrations which have swept tim- 
berlands in that vicinity for some- 
time. 

Governor Russell several days ago 
‘said the guardsmen were not trained 
to fight timber fires and expressed 
doubt that state laws would permit 
him to use the services of the guards 
in forest fire fighting. However, he 
desired full information on the lat- 
est outbreak and Mr. Stone sup- 
plied it.

VALDOSTA, Ga., Nov. 20.—Ac- 
cording to reports brought here today 
forest fires have started in Mud 
swamp, a few miles west of Valdosta, 
on the Smith and Paine estates, where 
thousands of acres of swamp and 
woodland are being swept by the 
flames.

Dr. King Says “Even D. 
A. R. and Legion Should 
Pray for Disarmament.”

(Associated Press Staff Writer.) 

SAVANNAH. Ga., Nov. 20.—(P)— 
Declaring the spirit of war to be 
doomed, Dr. W. P. King, told South 
Georgia Methodists here today that the 
entire Christian world was looking 
forward to the disarmamént confer- 
ence of 1952. : 

“No jingoistic nationalism can ar- 
rest the movement of peace,” said Dr. 


King, who is book editor of the Meth- | 
odist Episcopal Church, South, “and | 


even the militarists are attempting to 
soft pedal the stupid criminality of 
war. Peace and understanding are on 
the way.” . 

The address marked the second time 
that Dr. King, stationed at Nashville, 
Tenn., appeared before the conference. 
He has carefully studied the causes 
of war and movement for world peace, 
he said. and is author of a book deal- 
ing with the subject. 

Military expenditures annually 
amount to $5,000,000,000 he said to- 
dar. “Even the sisters‘of the D. A. 
R.” and the “more militaristic mem- 
hers of the Legionnaires” should pray 
for next vears conference and wel- 
come general disarmament, he de- 
clared., 

Morelock Speaks. 

The conference tonight heard George 
L. Morelock, of Nashville, general sec- 
retary of the general board of lay ac- 
tivities of the church, discuss the pos- 
sibilities of service by laymen in the 
church. 

Mr. Morelock, who also is editor of 
the Methodist Layman, said the prin- 
ciple of stewardship roots back to a 
spiritual interpretation of the universe 
and of life, and represents the Chris- 
tian philosophy. 
“Through this spiritual interpreta- 
tion of life there comes to the in- 
dividual the sense of moral responsi- 
bility for his own life in relation to 
others,” he declared. : 

Tomorrow the conference will con- 
sider the proposed change in consti- 
tution to create the judicial council, 
to handle controversial questions of 
the church, A three-fourths vote of 
the entire south is necessary for adop- 
tion, 
Only three more conferences, South 
Georgia, Florida and Arkansas, are 
yet to vote on the question, and the 
vote at present stands 4,249 for and 
762 against, it was stated today.

Bishop John M. Moore, presiding 
officer, today in commenting On the 
report of the Wesleyan Christian Ad- 
vocate criticized the “interpretation of 
events’ by daily newspapers.

SIX AUGUSTA PLACES 
URDERED PADLOCKED 


AUGUSTA, Ga., Nov. 20.—(?)— 
Judge William H. Barrett today or- 
dered three places padlocked and en- 
joined seven defendants from operat- 
ing “any kind of business” on three 
other premises, in the final clean- 
up of a prohibition enforcement 
drive began here last spring by fed- 
eral officers.

The average decline for 90 stocks 
used in the Associated Press-Standard 
Statistics averages was off 2.5 points 
to 78.2, or 8.2 points above the Oc- 
tober 5 minimum. 

Japanese bonds rallied briskly, en- 
couraging some recovery in other for- 
eigns, but domestics were soft. Rail 
loans were weak. Cotton showed to 
better advantage than did the grains.
